Chap 463 
The people of the &ate of Wisconsin represented in 

Senate anclAssembly, do enact as follows : 
SECTION 1. There shall be levied and collected for the 

year 1852, in addition to the one-fifth of one mill on 
the dollar valuation, by law to be collected for the purpose Tax levied. 
of paying the interest on the fifty thousand dollar state 
loan, a state tax of three mills and three-tenths of one 
mill on the dollar valuation ; such entire state tax of three 
and one-half mills on the dollar valuation, to be levied, col-
lected, and paid into the state treasury as is provided by 
the revised statutes of this state. 

Sm. 2. The supervisors of the respective counties are 
hereby required to levy the foregoing tax upon the taxable 14°"`""' 
property in their several counties according to the laws of 
the state for the assessment and collection of taxes. 

SEC. 3. The secretary of state is hereby required, im-
mediately after the passage of this act, to cause the same euktos  bovrt 
to be published by the state printer in a newspaper printed visors.
